LONDON, Dec 26.—(4)—A 
Christmas lull, a_ tacit holiday 
truce, in the air war over Europe 
continued through daylight today 
with no operations by planes 
based in Britain reported. 


Nor were there operations by 
the Luftwaffe reported over Brit- 
ain. 

The greatest aerial offensive of 
history, aimed at destroying Ber- 
lin and German industry, and per- 
haps the rocket-gun installations 
on the French coast was due to re- 
sume at any moment, however. 


United States Eighth Air Force 
heavy bombardment units have 
advanced daylight bombing tech- 
nique, as prophesied last Septem- 
ber by General Henry H. Arnold, 
commander of Army air forces, to 
such an extent that they are 
smashing German targets in cloudy 
weather. 


Reports of recent raids repeat- 
edly mention clouds and overcast 
over the target—conditions with 
which caylight, precision bombing 
originally could not cope. 

Whatever variation of original 
methods were being used was 
shrouded in official secrecy, but 
their effectiveness was attested in 
such results as the extensive dam- 
age to important installations in 
Bremen December 20. All indica- 
tions are, however, that the reg- 
ular high-altitude, tight-knit forma- 
tion tactic of the Flying Fortresses 
was being continued. 


A London aviation writer re- 
ferred today to the new American 
tactics as “area bombing”’—a des- 
ignation of the RAF night system 
where the bomb-load is spread 
over a broad area—but this ap- 
pears to be a misnomer. 


Reports of some American raids 
quoted the returning fliers as com- 
menting with satisfaction that “the 
bombs landed right on the target 
area.”

Holliday Rites 


Set Tomorrow 


Funeral services for James Rob- 
ert Holliday, former secretary to 
Henry Grady and for years na- 
tional advertising manager of The 
Atlanta Constitution, will be held 
tomorrow. The hour and other 
details will be announced by Sam 
R. Greenberg & Company. 

Besides his wife, Holliday leaves 
a daughter, Mrs, Lorenz Neuhoff 
Jr., of Richmond, Va.; two sons, 
Joseph Holliday and Edward Hol- 
liday, both of Atlanta, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Marie Mahoney, of At- 
lanta. 

Holliday joined the staff of The 
Constitution on April 1, 1885, 
when he became the private sec- 
retary to Henry W. Grady, who, 
as editor of this paper, led in the 
movement for the rebirth of the 
South from the disastrous effects 
of the War Between the States. 
In that capacity, Holliday heard 
many of the famous orations 
which Grady made in behalf of 
“the New South.’” 

RECALLS INCIDENTS 

At a luncheon which the late 
Clark Howell gave in honor of 
Holliday on April 1, 1935—exact- 
ly half a century after Holliday 
came'to The Constitution—Holli- 
day told of many of the famous 
incidents he had witnessed. Such 
incidents included Atlanta’s wel- 
come to Jefferson Davis, who un- 
veiled the statue to Ben Hill; the 
political campaign between the 
late John B, Gordon and the late 
A. O. Bacon for Governor—a cam- 
paign in which Gordon emerged 
the victor—and some of the ex- 
periences of Henry Grady as he 
spoke throughout the nation in 
behalf of “the New South.” 

Jim Holliday first came to The 
Constitution as a stenographer in 
an age when most people looked 
upon shorthand as a “fad.” Nat- 
urally, there were few stenogra- 
phers in Atlanta in those days. 
Holliday picked: it up himself, 
without the aid of teachers. 

P. J. Moran, who started out as 
a member of the composing room 
force, was the city editor on the 
day Holliday came to work. Mo- 
ran, knowing the pressure of work 
on Grady, had suggested to Clark 
Howell that Grady ought to have 
Holliday for a secretary. Howell 
agreed and asked Holliday to come 
over to the office. 

TAKES GRADY’S LETTER 

“I came in and Grady agreed to 
try me,” Holliday reminisced 50 
years later. “He told me to take 


the room. So I knelt down, with 
my notebook on my knee. 

“Do you always take short- 
hand kneeling?’ Grady asked me.

Beginning with the first serious reversals 
to Nazi forces in World War II Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels has repeatedly screamed to 
the Germian people that Allied victory meant 
ruin of Gérmany and enslavement of the Ger- 
man people; there can be no doubt that his 
predictions have had much to do with bol- 
stering morale on the home front and stirring 
the population to endure privation while put- 
ting forth their best efforts to prevent the 
Allies from winning. 

Whether or not the Japanese people re- 
quired encouragement to endure greater hard- 
ships and put forth greater effort im support 
of their war lords’ program of controlling all 
East Asia and the western half of the Pacific 
ocean—in short to die, but never surrender, 
they received a “shot in the arm” as a re- 
sult of the Cairo pronouncement of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Chiang Kai-shek promising 
elimination of the Japanese empire as it now 
exists, returning it to its geographical boun- 
daries of 1895, when Formosa and the Pesca- 
dore group of ‘slands were annexed in the far- 
reaching program to “free the oppressed 
races of Asia” and eliminate Caucasian influ- 
ence in the Fer East. 

The belief «f many Americans that after 
Hitler and his «ohorts were subdued the United 
States and Biitain would make short work 
of ending the Japanese menace is erroneous, 
for the patchwrk empire that has been built 
up in the past half-century is composed of ele- 
ments selected for natural resources that 
could be utilize in the war that was certain 
to eventuate, snd capable of defense that 
would make defeat costly, and in their belief 
and arrogance, impossible. 

In addition to Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores, Japan now controls Manchuria, large 
sections of the Chinese mainland, Indo-China, 
Malaya, Burma, the Netherlands East Indies, 
the Philippines, Melanesian and numerous 
other Pacific island groups. She has every 
commodity necessary to wage a prolonged war, 
and no longer is forced to depend upon the 
output of munitions factories in Tokyo, Osaka, 
Kobe, Yokohama, Nagoya and Kyoto, for she 
has had time to establish many of her ac- 
tivities in Manchuria and other sections under 


her control. 

Loss of the empire would mean a “loss of 
face” so humiliating that the common Japa- 
nese would much prefer death than to live 
under such a blight, and they will require )ttle 
prodding by the jingoist war lords to induce 
them to fight to the death. 


Nation Approves Eisenhower 

The choice of General Dwight Eisenhower 
‘as commander of the forthcoming Anglo- 
American attack on Germany has struck a 
popular chord with the nation. At the same 
time, a similar feeling exists regarding the 
fact that General Marshall apparently is slated 
to retain his present post. In this connection, 
the feeling seems to be: where can you get 
another chief of staff as good as Marshall? 

As for Eisenhower, he has demonstrated his 
ability. He has the experience needed for the 
important task of smashing at Europe itself; 
he knows the various commanders with whom 
he will have to work; and he knows battle 
conditions. Now that the choice is made, the 
public can look for big news from the battle- 
fronts.

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Oil From Coal 


The rapidity with which our oil deposits 
are diminishing moved Fuel Administrator 
Ickes to warn the public that the time is not 
far distant when we would be dependent upon 
oil ‘and gasoline made from coal. It is revealed 
that the United States Bureau of Mines has 
thus far tested oil yields from thirteen major 
coal beds located in eleven different states, 
and the tests show that anywhere from 63 to 
136 gallons of gasoline can be produced per 
ton. But unfortunately only tests are now in 
progress and the total production of gasoline 
from coal averages only from three to ten gal- 
lons a day, confined entirely to the laboratory. 


Germany, which has always been foremost — 


in developing substitutes for essentials, is now 
said to be producing from coal five billion 


gallons of gasoline and oil per year, and even’ 


if cut off from the Rumanian oil fields, 
would not suffer for lack of oil and gasoline 
until the Allied bombers destroy the bulk of 
the hydrogenation plants that are now sup- 
plying the Nazis. 

Hitler had seven of these plants in 1937, 
and undoubtedly has built more; in addition 
he now controls those of France, Italy, Czech- 
oslovakia, Belgium and Luxembourg, and au- 
thorities assume that he now has at least 
twenty-five hydrogenation plants which are 
supplied with coal ‘from the Saar, Ruhr, Rhine 
and Alsace-Lorraine, plus the mines of the 
Nazi satellite states. 

The United States Bureau of Mines pre- 
dicts that our deposits of oil will be exhausted 
in fifteen years, but estimates that there is 
a 3,000-year supply of coal underground in 
this country, and experts believe that in the 
immediate postwar: period the processing of 
oi! from coal will proceed as rapidly as es- 
sential materials may be secured for con- 
structing hydrogenation plants. This will re- 
sult in placing the coal miner in the pesition 
of a “must” individual, and will spur scien- 
tists to hunt for a method of extracting coal 
from the earth by some method that will not 
require huge forces of men burrowing in the 
ground like an army of moles.

The death of James R. Holliday, on Christ- 
mas afternoon, brought peaceful end to a 
long and interesting life and removed from the 
Atlanta scene one more of those few remain- 
ing links with the city’s romantic past. 

James Holliday, as a young man, was secre- 
tary to Henry W. Grady, .filling that position 
until Grady’s untimely death, Afterwards, Mr. 
Holliday served in important. executive posi- 
tions for many years With The Constitution 
and had much to do with its development into 
a daily of metropolitan scope. He was a veteran 
of an era in journalism that is past, but he was 
one of those who eontributed much to his 
chosen profession that will always be of high 
value. | 

To the very last Mr. Holliday retained a 
vivid interest in cufrent events and it was 
not infrequent for him to visit the office and 
out of his ripe experience and trained habit 
of logic give valuable advice to those of the 
present day editorial staff. 

Those friendly visits and that valued coun- 
sel will be missed, but more than these we 
shall miss the understanding friendliness of a

WAR COMPLACENCY Te has been much talk of late about 


ged “war complacency” among the 

people of the United States, It is said, with a degree of truth, that 

we of this country do not feel’ really at war. This despite the 11 

million men we have in the armed services, the mounting American 

uilaeiias sa casualty lists coming from the many fighting 
fronts and the fact that 1944 will probably be the 
crucial year of conflict. 

Some of this complacency, or lack of under- 
standing, is undoubtedly due to the fact that the 
great mass of the American population has not 
yet felt the impact of war as have the people of 
most other belligerent nations, nor is it likely we 
ever will. We have not experienced bombing of 
our cities, our people have not been taken away 
to enemy lands as labor slaves. We have not wit- 
nessed the slaughter of helpless women and 
children, we have not felt the heavy tragedy of 
enemy occupation. 

As a result of all this there is, in this country, 
a condition under which individuals and groups 
seem to fight harder for special privilege than 
for victory. 

se We witness groups hungry for a chance at 
war profiteering doing their utmost to break down the governmental 
safeguards against inflation, as seen in the recent congressional 
fight against subsidies. . 

We see great, organized groups of workers striking or threaten- 
ing to strike, recklessly regardless of the self-evident fact that, by 
so doing, they give direct aid to the enemy and imperil our hopes 
for victory. 

And we see congress apparently more concerned with the fac- 
tionalism and rivalries of politics than with the primary purpose 
of winning the war. 

In other words, we see our nation disrupted by internal selfish- 
ness and rivalry when we should be, when our national life de- 
mands that we be, united as a unit with no thought save that of 
working and fighting to win. 


WHAT ARE THE REASONS? Various observers and com- 

mentators have sought rea- 
sons for this strange, suicidal indifference when our very life, as a 
nation and as individuals, is at stake. There are many reasons. 

There is one reason, however, that is never mentioned, yet 
which, it seems to me, has much to do with the tragic state of affairs. 
That is the inevitable psychological effect of the manner in which 
war news is broadcast by the commercial radio stations. 

Now I do not object to the system of commercially sponsored 
radio programs. As a whole. I fully realize and agree that we of 
America get far better radio entertainment because firms with 
goods to advertise pay for the radio time and the programs. This 
is quite all right, when it comes to purely entertainment programs. 
I am quite willing to listen for 60 seconds or so to the unctuous 
voice of a commercial announcer poetizing on the qualities of some 
brand of coffee or tea or treacle or cathartic if, in recompense, the 
maker of the article provides me with 15 minutes of first-class 
music, fun, mental gymnastics in a quiz program or other type of 
amusement over the air. I think it is, on the whole, a good system. 

But the way in which radio broadcasting contributes to our 
war indifference is when these commercial plugs are sandwiched 
in serious broadcasts of war news. 

When you listen to 15 minutes of authentic reports on what 
our own men are doing in the battle lines, when you hear of 20 
American bombers and their crews shot down over Germany, or of 
thousands of American casualties in the storming of Tarawa and 
immediately hear a wordy blurb on the qualities of a cold cure or 
a hangover bromide, the inevitable result is that your subconscious 
mind confuses the relative importance of the two announcements. 


IT IS TOO SERIOUS. The war, and its daily news, is too 

tragic, too serious, to be used as a mere 
vehicle for the publicizing of any commercial product. There would 
be a great change in the public psychology in regard to the war 
if a ruling could be made and enforced forbidding the use of war 
news broadcasts on commercial programs. 

The radio people will, undoubtedly, protest that newspapers 
carry advertising as well as war news. But the analogy is not 
true. Newspaper advertising is a thing separate and distinct from 
the news columns. The manner in which radio news program 
sponsors intrude their plugs for their goods is as though a newspaper 
inserted paragraphs in praise of a patent medicine in the same type, 
directly in the news column reports on the war. 

Or it is as though General MacArthur, in issuing his daily bulletin, 
said: 

“American troops on New Britain have cleared all the Japanese 
out of the Arawa peninsula. Spookums vitamins will make stronger 
men for our forces. Our Liberator bombers destroyed three enemy 
ships in Rabaul harbor, and two of our planes failed to return, The

To Quit? Roosevelt’s labor 
policy front, which may prove vi- 
tal as affecting next year’s presi- 
dential campaign, is disclosed in 
the announcement of Wayne L. 
Morse that he is “seriously con- 
sidering” resignation from the 
War Labor Board to run for the 
Republican nomination for sena- 
tor in Oregon. 

Mr. Morse, in fact, is moving 
his family back to Oregon this 
week. His close friends say he 
will continue to use his present 
office as political sounding board 
for another couple of months, but 
he will step out in plenty of time 
to contest the May primary in his 
state. 

The crucial point is that Mr. 
Morse, an appointee of Mr. 
Roosevelt to numerous jobs dur- 
ing the first ten New Deal years, 
has turned sour because of what 
he conceives to be the President's 
ignominious surrender to or- 
ganized labor. 

The incident that broke the 
camel’s back for Morse was the 
administration’s capitulation to 
the bituminous coal settlement 
arranged between John L. Lewis 
and Secretary of the Interior Har- 
old L. Ickes. 

In a one-man dissent from the 
WLB’s approval of this settle- 
ment, Morse branded it as “the 
product of coercive action result- 
ing from the exercise of economic 
power against the public and the 
people of the nation”—an agree- 
ment “negotiated under duress of 
a strike.” 

Pointing out that the coal set- 
tlement was a direct defiance of 
the WLB policy not to consider 
any labor controversy while a 
strike was in progress, Mr. Morse 
said: 

“The agreement was not only 
negotiated in the midst of strike 
action, but the War Labor Board 
has reached a decision on it while 
many thousands of miners: are 
still engaged in a work stoppage. 
The nation should have exercised 
its sovereign power to meet the 
challenge. ... Rather than ca- 
pitulate to that challenge by of- 
fering a contract which appears 
to have been dictated at the 
point of the strike weapon.”

Mr. Morse has slashed out with 
a multitude of similar opinions, 
sometimes representing a major- 
ity of the labor board, but more 
often in dissent. 

Take, for example, these strik- 
ing paragraphs from his majority 
opinion in the Los Angeles 
street railway case: 

“The life of an American sol- 
dier isa sacred thing. There is 
something almost _ sacrilegious 
about insisting upon improving 
the economic conditions of our 
civilians at home above a stand- 
ard of living of health and de- 


| cency, while at the same time so 


many of Our young men are suf- 
fering and dying in our armed 
forces on foreign soil in order 
that our American way of life 
may be preserved. 

“The command is to ‘hold the 
and the

increases are concerned.” 

The remarkable feature of all 
this is that Morse for more than 
ten years was one of President 
Roosevelt’s main standbys in 
promulgating the administration’s 
strong pro-union labor policies. 
He previously served on a dozen 
or so New Deal boards and in all 
of them he was counted a thorn 
in the side of employers. It is 
only since the administration ran 
afoul of Mr. Lewis that Morse 
has decided that maintenance of 
national sovereignty against every 


pressure group or class, in inter- 


est of the war effort, has become 
the paramount need of the nation.

Beginning with 1938, however, 
the state has been Swinging in 
the Republican direction, and in 
1942 the last of its Democratic 
congressional representatives: was 
wiped out. 

This situation may explain why 
Mr. Morse prefers to play a long 
chance for the Republican nomi- 
nation, rather than accept a sure 
seat on Mr. Roosevelt's 1944

INFLATION TO HIT FARMS 


From a Radio Address by Sen. Allen J. Ellender, 


Louisiana, Reprinted from Congressional Record 


Irrespective of politics or of the views of various pressure groups, 
it is the solemn duty of every member of the congress to exert 
every effort at his command to the end that inflation does not 
engulf our economy, 

I do not like subsidies. Nevertheless, I strongly support the 
present subsidy program. I do not like the war, either, but I 
nevertheless support wholeheartedly the expenditure and other pro 
grams necessary to win the war. I support subsidies because they 
are an essential tool to do the stabilization job which must be done 
if we are to win the war and win the peace. 

There is absolutely no doubt that the only alternative to sub- 
sidies is higher prices of consumer goods. Higher prices of con- 
sumer goods mean a higher cost of living, and a higher cost of 
living will beget higher wages, and higher wages will again mean 
higher costs of consumer goods, and soon our economy will become 
enmeshed in a spirfal of inflation that will not only wipe out the 
savings of millions of our people but will curtail our productivity 
now, and almost destroy it in postwar years. 

For every one of us, as taxpayer, consumer, worker, business 
man or farmer, subsidies mean simply an.insurance policy—a small 
payment made to avert an infinitely greater one which would have 
to be made if we should be forced to pay inflated prices for our 
staggering war program. 

It has been conservatively estimated that our war cost would 
have been increased by 68 billion dollars had we paid for material 
at inflated World War I prices. It is amounts of this magnitude or 
larger with which we are dealing when we question whether it is 
wise to spend a few hundred millions to hold back the tremendous 
forces which are now pent up in our economy. 

I come from an agricultural state. I am a farmer myself. I 
am, therefore, particularly concerned with the welfare of farmers, 
both now and especially after the war is over. What I want to 
stress with all the force at my command is that subsidies are an 
insurance policy for the farmers as well as others. 


MISREPRESENTED BY LOBBYISTS I think the farmers 


realize this. I ven- 
ture to say they are being misrepresented by those high-pressure 
lobbyists who pretend to speak for farmers and descend upon us in 
congress like a cloud of locusts. 

I have talked with the farmers in my state, and I know that 
the majority of them understand the part which subsidies play in 
the stabilization program and understand what the stabilization 
program has done to keep down the prices of the things they buy 
without unduly restricting the prices of the things they sell. They 
agree that the stabilization program, and the food subsidies which . 
are a vital part of it, should be retained. I know they fear infla- 
tion. They do not favor runaway prices. 

It is my contention that if we let the bars down and permit 
the cost of living to rise—as it will, as sure as night follows day— 
the chief sufferers, when judgment day comes, will be the farmers 
of our nation. I believe the farmers know that. 

I should like to take this opportunity to point out to the farm- 
ers of this nation just what they have at stake. 

1. If the subsidy program is thrown out, many of the price 
support programs of the Commodity Credit Corporation are in 
danger. 

2. Farmers should realize that it is the price-stabilization pro 
gram which accounts in considerable part for their present pros 
perous position. 

Notwithstanding the fact that, as a rule, prices of what farmers 
buy usually keep pace—or more—with the rise in prices of what 
they sell, prices of commodities that the farmers must buy have 
risen only 34 per cent in this war, as compared with a rise of 119 
per cent of the things the farmers sell. In World War I, on the 
other hand, while prices farmers received .rose 91 per cent, prices 
farmers paid rose 71 per cent. This is why the farmer is well off 
today. 

Once the stabilization lid is off, the prices of the things farmers 
use on the farm will rise and eventually overtake the prices of the 
commodities they sell. If, as is certain, industrial wages rise when 
the price lid is taken off, labor costs will also go up, much higher 
than they are now, because of increased attractiveness of jobs in 
the cities. 


RECALLS DISASTER OF 20’s 3. When the inevitable defla- 
t 


ion sets in, farm prices will 
fall more rapidly than the prices of the things the farmers buy. We 
all remember what happened to farmers after the last war. After 
the inflation had burned itself out in 1920, prices received by farm- 
ers fell by 41 per cent from their high point within a year, where 
as prices paid by farmers for what they need on the farm fell less 
than half as much, only 18 per cent, in the same period. And that 
is not the whole story. 

The prices farmers received maintained a steady downward fall 
and remained at low ebb until the present war broke out, where- 
as the prices farmers paid stayed up for many years. American 
agriculture could not stand a repetition of this disaster. The way 
to avoid it is to prevent inflation. 

Finally, if the stabilization lid is removed, the cost of the war 
and hence the level of the national debt will rise by scores if not 
hundreds of billions, and the interest burden on this debt will be 
crushing on all producers. All of us will suffer, but especially the 
tillers of the soil, as they did after the last war. 

In short, farmers of America, the whole country will lose by 
the elimination of the subsidy program, but you yourselves, taking 
the long view, have more to lose than any other group. 

For the future of free America and free American agriculture 
as we know it, inflation must be prevented at all costs. That is 
why I am convinced that all true and real friends of the farmers 
of our country should be for the subsidy program. For without 
the subsidy program, inflation cannot be prevented.

Karkov Trials 
Indicate True 
Nazi Ideology 


My first reaction at reading 
the description of the Karkov 
trials, with their accounts of Nazi 
atrocities in the Ukraine, was that 


they could not be true, so diffi- 
cult is it for one living 'n civilized 
society to comprehend, intellec- 
tually or emotionally, the possibil- 
ities in human conduct once in- 
hibitsons are removed. 

One must detach oneself from 
one’s own times and recall the 
past, to realize that no savage 
tribe can be so ferocious as civ- 
ilized man, once he has_ broken 
down the barriers of civilization. 
One must reread Wynwood 
Reade’s “Martyrdom of Man,” or 
Aldous Huxley’s “Grey Emi- 
nence” to remember that the 
most horrible crimes against the 
human race have been commit- 
ted by peoples with a high level 
of culture. No savage tribe in 
the Roman Empire was so brutal 
as the imperial court of Rome in 
the days of its decadence, after a 
period in which humane Greek 
philosophy had conquered the Ro- 
man world. Most historians since 
have tried to explain the Neros 
and Caligulas on the assumption 
that they were insane. But a 
post mertem on their brains 
would probably not have re- 
vealed this. They were psy- 
chotics, emotional madmen. But 
emotional madness is simply the 
inability to distinguish between 
good and evil—the elimination 
from the make-up of all inhibi- 
tions, normally imposed from 
childhood by education and reli- 
gion. : 

Charles Dickens opens’ his 
novel, “A Tale of Two Cities,” 
with a description of what pre- 
ceded the French revolution, 
when France was the center of 
European civilization. 

“Under the guidance of Chris- 
tian pastors France entertained 
herself with such humane 
achievements as sentencing a 
youth to have his hands cut off 
and his body burned alive  be- 
cause he had not kneeled in the 
rain to do honor to a procession 
of monks that passed within his 
view at a distance of some fifty 
or sixty yards.” 

MOST INHUMANE WAR 

Though Christianity has been 
the most humanizing influence, 
no wars in history have been 
more atrocious than _ religious 
wars conducted in the name of 
Christ. From the history of the 
Thirty Years War, between Prot- 
estants and Catholics, there re- 
mains a word “the Swedish 
drink.” The pious. soldiérs of 
Gustavus Adolphus never went 
into battle without falling first 
on their knees. But when they 
entered villages for loot, their fa- 
vorite procedure was to _ stuff 
barnyard manure-down a peas- 
ant’s gullet, until he revealed 
where the village treasures lay— 
or d:ed 

In Russia herself, when the 
Red army and the Bolshevist gov- 
ernment were battling the white 
counter-revolution aided by the 
outside world, the war against the 
“bourjui” was conducted with un- 
limited terror, and appalling 
atrocities. 

And in our present tendency 
to hold the whole German peo- 
ple responsible for this war, we 
forget the camps of Dachau, 
Oranienburg, Sonnenburg, Pap- 
penburg—Esterwege, the innu- 
merable “S. A.” cellars, steel 
rods, tortures, secret executions, 
enforced suicides at the brink of 
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self-dug graves, - which Ger- 
man resistance to Hitler was bro- 
ken or driven underground, and 
the techniques created and crea- 
tures trained for the execution 
abroad of Hitler’s policy. 
JUSTIFYING OCCUPATION 

When Goering received the 
leading Swedish industrialist in 
Berlin, years before the war, and 
warned him to build up the de- 
fenses of Sweden against Russia 
“because otherwise we shall oc- 
cupy you to protect you in the 
coming German-Russian war,” he 
justified the war on the ground 
that the Ukraine alone offered 
Germany adequate “Lebensraum.” 
When the Swede suggested that 
the Ukraine was already occu- 
pied by a population of fifty mil- 
lions, Goering replied, “We shall 
simply sweep them out.” 

Atrocities ‘n western Europe 
have been bad enough, but in 
Nazi ideology, western Euro- 
peans belong to “kindred races” 
and are owed relatively decent 
treatment. The worst Nazi hang- 
men have never been sent to 
France, Norway, or Holland. The 
farther east one goes the more 
uninhibited is the terror. The 
massacre of Czech students of the 
Charles University—the second 
oldest in Europe—is an wuncon- 
tested fact, as is the Lidice mas- 
sacre. His eminence, Cardinal 
Hlond, archbishop of Poland, tes- 
tified in a meticulous report to 
the Vatican of atrocities comm.t- 
ted in Poland that baffle the 
imagination. But even Poles tes- 
tify ‘that the lands under the ju- 
risdiction of Alfred Rosenberg, 
namely the Baltic, White Rus- 
sian, and Ukrainian territories, 
have known a terror’ before 
which even the treatment accord- 
ed western Poland is mild. The 
fact is that the Red Army recon- 
quered Ukrainian towns that had 
been all but depopulated as at- 
tested by American correspond- 
ents. No known or estimated sta-

Thus, without any possibility 
of judging the details of the Rus 
sian trials, there is no doubt that, 
on the whole, the accusation is 
correct.

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oth Army Barred From Naples 
As Typhus Spreads Tenfold 


NAPLES, Dec. 26.—(#)—A ten- 
fold increase of typhus fever in 
Naples since October when the 
Allies occupied the city brought an 
order today from Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Mark W. Clark closing the 
city to all Fifth Army troops ex- 
cept units based here. 

The order went into effect at 
8 a. m. 

At the same time Army medical 
authorities and Allied Military 
Government health officers 
launched a campaign to check the 
disease, instituting measures de- 
signed to bring preventive assist- 
ance to the city’s million or more 
inhabitants. 

The chief surgeon for the Fifth 
Army said not one American or 
British soldier so far has con- 
tracted the fever. But 250 cases 
have been registered so far among 
Italian civilians. 


DISEASE EPIDEMIC 


He said the disease was “epi- 
demic” rather than endemic, that 
is habitually prevailing in this 
particular locality, and declared 
“existing conditions in the city are 
ideal for the development of a 
large-scale epidemic of this seri- 
ous disease.” 

The order said, “Until the effec- 
tiveness of the measures now 
operative and others contemplated 
for control of this disease in the 
Naples area is demonstrated the 
city of Naples is placed ‘off limits’

ed power capable of killing the 
lice that transmit the disease. 

The work is being done under 
the direction of Colonel Richard 
Arnost, of Oldhams, Va., surgeon 
for the Naples base section, and 
Colonel W. W. Crighton, of the 
British army. 

They said supplies of typhus 
serum are insufficient for the 
whole civilian population, and 
that the dusting methods are as 
effective as serum. 

The chief factors in the rapid 
increase of cases since October are 
believed to be overcrowding as a 
result of the destruction of homes, 
apartments and hotels by bombing 
and by demolitions by the Ger- 
mans as they were preparing to 
retreat, and damage to the city’s 
sanitation system. 

MEDICINES DESTROYED 

Prior to the Allied entry into 
Naples the Germans systemati- 
cally dynamited water mains and 
sewage canals and confiscated or 
destroyed all medical stocks they 
could find in Italian hospitals and 
dispensaries. 

At the same time they burned 
and demolished with expiosives all 
but one major hotel and a large 
number of dwellings, Hundreds of 
the city’s poorest people have 
since been living in caves and air 
raid shelters which are believed

In this section of Georgia 
thousands of acres of wooded 
areas have been cut over by the 
sawmills. As the trees were cut 
the highly inflammable tops were 
left on the ground. As soon as 
these pine tops are thoroughly dry 
fires sweep the areas which are 
so intense that all small trees and 
bushes are utterly destroyed. The 
next year, the sun’s rays come in 
and a dense growth of sedge and 
grass covers the land. 

And then the stage is set for a 
more terrible fire. Wind swept, 
it races across the hills, flames 
reaching 30 feet high and noth- 
ing is left behind but blackened 
ugliness. 

If we could plant all these acres 
in pines, if we could keep down 
fires, man’s work, and nature’s 
work, would reclaim and make 
these now worthless lands a source 
of personal and national income. 

It is an inspiration to see what 
can be done by what has already 
been done in our national par 
areas. Young pines, planted only 
a few years ago are rapidly cloth- 
ing the hillsides in beauty, cover- 
ing the ground with a deep car- 
pet of needles that stop all erosion, 
providing a money income for the 
next generation. 

Much is being said about the 
perservation of wild life. Give the 
pine needles a chance to help. 
These little brown gifts of the 
pines will rebuild the ruined hill- 
sides and bring back to the land 
every form of wild life threatened 
by fires and erosion.

The careful preparation of your 
brooding equipment is the first step 
to take in raising your chicks suc- 
cessfully. 


Having everything In readiness for 
the baby chicks requires some plan- 
ning on the part of the poultryman 
to anticipate what the baby chicks 
will need to keep them comfortable, 
healthy and to satisfy their appetites. 


First, your brooder house should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected 
from ceiling right down to the floor. 
it is well to remember that a brooder 
house is not clean until every bit of 
dust, dirt and filth has been removed. 


A great many poultrymen wash 
their brooder houses with a solution 
of hot water and lye, and while the 
washing is going on will scrape away 
old dropping matter with a _ putty 
knife! Then, after the scrubbing 
and scraping is done, will spray the 
brooder house with some one of the 
good disinfectant solutions, 


The cleaning up of the house should 
take place three or four days before 
the chicks arrive. This allows ample 
time for the house to dry out thor- 
oughly.

Vast Air Fleets 
Ready To Go 


By WES GALLAGHER, 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 26.—(#)—The combin- 
ing of the United States Eighth 
and Fifteenth Air Forces under 
Lieutenant General “Tooey” 
Spaatz into one striking air army 
for the “24-hour, 360-degree bomb- 
ing of Germany” promised earlier 
this month by General Henry H. 
Arnold, means that on any given 
day 2,000 American planes may 
spread death and destruction over 
Germany. 

The centralization of the Ameri- 
can bombing command in the 
American command in the hands 
of the red-haired, tireless general 
has in one stroke created the most 
fearful air weapon ever brought 
into existence. 

Over the weekend, it was an- 
nounced that 1,300 American 
planes, approximately 800 of them 
heavy Eighth Air Force bombers, 
struck suddenly at the French Ca- 
lais coastal area from England. As 
long ago as last July, Spaatz sent 
more than 500—considerably more 
—American bombers and fighters 
over Rome in one raid, It is no 
secret, in fact Arnold, chief of 
United States Army air forces, has 
revealed since that time, that the 
striking arm of the new Fifteenta 
Air Force in the Mediterranean 
has been greatly increased. 
UNCEASING ASSAULT 


At that time, Arnold said the 
Americans were about ready to 
strike by day at every point in 
Germany, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Rumania. He added, “The RAF 
will bomb every city in Germany 
by night, and we will by day.” 

Spaatz has always been a pro- 
ponent of concentrating the big- 
gest possible attack on single tar- 
gets, and his appointment means 
these vast fleets of bombers will 
certainly operate as one force al- 
though for administrative pur- 
poses they have two names. 

This amalgamation means: 

1. That for the first time after 
two years of war the American 
bombing arm equals that of the 
home-based RAF. The largest 
RAF raid saw more than 1,000 
bombers over the target. Already 
about 800 United States heavy 
bombers have hit from England 
and it will be no task for the Fif- 
teenth Air Force to supply the 
missing 200 planes plus. This does 
not take into consideration the 
hard-hitting Marauder mediums, 
which now have bases which place 
them within range of Germany, 
nor the rapidly increasing strik- 
ing power flowing into this and 
the British theater of operations 
every day. 

AIR WAR TESTED 

2. That during the winter while 
the second front preparations are 
rushed to completion, the Ameri- 
can air forces and the RAF are 
being given the chance to test out 
the theory that total air war can 
brign the enemy to his knees. 

The new Italian bases give the 
Allies the chance to hit every part 
of Germany—regions which pre- 
viously were out of reach of Brit- 
ain-based bombers. 

It means, too, that on any given 
day, weather permitting, Spaatz 
can hurl more than 1,000 Ameri- 
can planes at the Nazi heart of 
continental Europe from the west 
and simultaneously start 500 or 
more planes across the Alps from 
the south 

The Luftwaffe has shown little 
capability of parrying these when 
the blows came one at atime. It 
is difficult to see how Marshal 
Hermann Goering’s battered air 
force can stand up to twin attacks 
from two directions. 


AIR WITS MATCHED 


It will be a giant battle: Ameri- 
can air and technical brains 
against the best the Germans have 
to offer. The general who is di- 
recting this great air offensive for 
the Alliés knows the air forces 
which he will handle from the 
ground up. He created the Eighth 
Air Force and from it raised its 
strategic offspring, the 15th. He 
knows every field from which 
operate, practically 
every commander 
has been chief advocate of the 
weapons he will use as the back- 


‘bone of the attack—the Flying 


Fortresses and Liberators. 

Laymen have been prone to 
figure air losses in terms of planes 
lost and not men. But every time 
1,000 American heavy bombers hit 
Germany, 10,000 highly trained 
men will be in the “front line of 
the action” for a period of from 
three to four hours,

LONDON, Dec, 26.—(A)—Yugo- 
slav Partisan bands have smashed 
their way through German tanks 
guarding the Zagreb-Belgrade 
railway to breach that kingpin 
of Germany’s Balkan communi- 
cation in a score of places, an 
Army of Liberation communique 
announced today. 

Four tanks were destroyed in 
the action, said the broadcast bul- 
letin from the headquarters of 
Marshal Josip Broz (Tito), which 
said the railway was cut at Jor- 
jane and at several points between 
Osijek and Khakovo. 

Some 100 miles to the east in 
Serbia, where Tito recently re- 
ported the hurried arrival of five 
fresh divisions (60,000 to 75,000 
troops) to bolster the German in- 
vaders, the communique said hard 
fighting was in progress. 

Bitter battles were reported 
from the Duvno-Livno sector of 
Bosnia as well as eastern and cen- 
tral areas of the province. 

An enemy cavalry squadron was 
reported to have been defeated 
in the central area, with enemy 
losses in dead and wounded, and 
223 prisoners and war material 
captured. 

Striking elsewhere at Nazi com- 
munications, the war bulletin said 
a 100-foot Kupa river bridge had 
been blasted and Macedonian 
communications breached by the 
capture of the railway station at 
Btolj. The Yugoslavs said sev- 
eral Germans and Bulgarians were 
killed and seven Bulgarians sur- 
rendered in the latter action.
